An immense four-story building, se- 
cured rent free, is devoted to the purpose, the 
ground floor being filled with flour, rice, coffee, 
tea, sugar, salt, molasses; dnd salt meat. Ra- 
tions of each, with the exception of salt meat 
and molasses, are put up in paper bags; and are 
distributed with about the facility one could 
hand out letters. One thousand families were 
supplied between 8 o’clock and 12 m. to-day, 
and 5,000 rations were delivered between 8 and 
4 o'clock. The two upper floors are 

FILLED WITH DBLICACIES 
only issued in special cases. The Association 
has kept accounts gccurate as those of a com- 


mercial house, of all the cash and provisions re- 


ceived, specifying the names of the donors, all 
purchases, aud all disbursements of both money 
and provisious. One thousand five hundred 
families receive their daily food at this institu- 
tion, and, when their work is ended, every dime 
received and distributed will be made known. 
The work of putting the provisions into pack- 
ages and distributing employs sixty-five per- 
sons, who are baid in rations.

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

BLoomineTon, III., Oct. 14.—We all care for 
the indications of general prosperity, and the 
unanimous verdict is, that there has been a 
bountiful harvest. Only the golden corn is 
left, and nearly ready for the huskers ; 700 acres 
of it to be harvested on the farm that belongs 
tothe country place where I am staying just 
now. The brown and yellow leaves burn and 
glow, in eontrast with the Osage hedges, that 
are so green they still remind one of July, only 
that they do not resound with the musical de- 
mand for “more wheat from the plump and 
savory fiavorer of toast. Down in the city I see 
no indications of the all-pervading hard times. 
Jo be sure, they tell me everywhere, We are 
not as gay as we used to be,”’—not so much 
money is spent on luxuries as of yore,—but I 
see no pretentious houses of ambitious owners 
left to the mercy of the elements to wander at 
their own sweet will through gaping doorways 
and sashless windows. ‘hrift and comfort, 
with a fair amount of prosperity, have been the 
rule in many of the small towns as well as in 
Bloomington. 

It seems to be well that every place should 
boast of something which is longer, or broader, 
or stronger, Or cost more Money, or gives more 
troubie than anything of the kind anywhere 
else, and so Bloomington must needs claim that 
the stand-pipe for the new water-works is the 
tallestin the United States; and I accept the 
statement without statistics. 

This vicinity is no longer a paradise of Short- 
Horn dealers, neither is it the city of flowers; 
for the extensive nursery interests, likethe bus- 
iness of the stock-dealer, have met with re- 
verses, until all the older enterprises of the 
kind are bankrupt. It is my good fortune that 
L possess friends in the poetic business of flow- 
er-culture; and, for dainty keeping and artistic 
arrangement, one would rarely find the equal of 
this particular greenhouse. They have kept me 
— with such great staiks of the opening 
tuberose, armfuls oi them, that will be to mea 
memory forever after. 

As a favor granted toa guest from abroad (no 
spectators are admitted usually), I was per- 
mitted to be present at a meeting of the Lady’s 
Art Club called the Pallaian. It consists of 
fifteen members; and, on account of the culture 
and exclusiveness of the ladies, any vacancy oe- 
curing is immediately filled from waiting appli- 
cants. The object of the Society is to become 
learned in art-literature. As art-connoisseurs, 
I suppose they could burl so much ancient Greek 
authority at the bewildered head of some poor 
mere wielder of brush and mahistick, as would 
make him wonder, in a dazed and heipless way, 
if bis technical skill in delicious coloring, gotten 
bya whole lifetime of the study of Nature. 

How- 
ever, any interest in art, even if it may be in the 
so-called ceramic craze, is better than the total 
apathy on the subject which used to pervade 
the minds of the American people; and, as 1 
intend some time to find out whether Blooming- 
ton people will buy my pictures, I should be 
lad of any previous interest in that direction.

The only 
result of the cross-examination was to show 
that Smith had never graduated at a medical 
college, but sometimes practiced homeopathy ; 
that be had lived iu several places in Ohio, get- 
ting his living partly by keeping a boot and shoe 
shop and partiy by practicing medicine. Hehad 
been a First Lieutenant in the War of tne Re- 
bellion, and was wounded so he could not work, 
and was supported partly by his pension and 
partly by the labor of his dauchter. He denied 
that ever attempted to peddle his testi- 
mony, or that he had said he would testify 
against Friedberg. He had seen Lane and 
Griffin, and they were not the men he saw the 
alteruoou of Oct. 4. 

RACHEL BOURDON,

The theory of the prosecution was that Fried- 
berg knew of the burglary beforehand, and was 
a party in conjuuction with the burgiars, and 
was, therefore, liable with them if the act went 
80 far as murder. But it was not witain the 
probable scope of a burglary that a policeman 
should happen along when the goods were be- 
ing carted away, and be kilted. Had Friedberg 
been with the. thieves, and the watchman of 
Jaffray & Co. been killed, the case would have 
been different. 

But there were circumstances sufficient to 
justify holding Friedberg to bail for complicity 
m reeeiving stolen goods knowing them to have 
been stolen, and the facts ought to be passed 
on by a jury. His exclamation, ** Take those 
goods away, 1 don’t want them,“ showed that 
he must have known a good deal about them. 
‘There was probable cause tor holding him to 
bail for complicity in the burglary, but not in 
the muraer. 

Considerable argument then followed as to 
the amount at which the bail should be fixed, 
which was cut short by the Judge, who said he 
did not propose to make it a nominal sum, but 
enough to insure Friedberg's being here. The 
amount was fixed at $38,000, and A. S. Trude, 
Friedberg’s lawyer, and Patrick Harvey went 
on his bond. Trude owns the house Friedberg 
lives in, but it is mortgaged to the latter for 
$6,500.

Edison’s Keported Invention—Is Gaslight 
Waning ?—Some Very Decided Opinions 
that the Electric Light Will Not Be Suc- 
cessful.

The description in the Hera/d of Saturday last 
of Mr. Edison’s invention for the utilization of 
the electric light has excited great interest 
among all classes of people. Most of the ofl, 
cers of the gaslight companies especially seem 
eager to obtain fuller information, and would 
gladly satisfy themselves personally that it is 
not practicable. Some of them express great 
incredulity, not with an appearance of quict 
confidence, but with a nervous vehemence that 
does not add force to their words. Many per- 
sons in this country besides Mr. Edison have 
been trying to solve the problem of dividing and 
controlling the electric light. The gaslicht 
companies have frequently received offers of 
the “discoveries "’ made by these persons, but 
have invariabiy found them, on investigation, to 
be utterly worthless for their purposes. There 
is no doubt that if they had proved available 
they would have been eagerly purchased. The 
Presidents apd Directors have constantly 
watched the progress of electric experiments iu 
Europe, and each of the companies evidently 
desires to forestall the otbersif possible in 

tting possession of such a lamp as Edison 
—— his to be. 

To a reporter of the Herald one of the minor 
officers of the Brooklyn Gaslight Company yes- 
terday said: 

his certainly seems like a wonderful thing. 
If Edison is not mistaken iu what he claims 
for his last creation it will be utterly impossible 
for the gas companies to compete with it.

The reporter next called upon Maj. G. War- 
ren Dresser, editor of the American Gaslight 
Journal, who went to Europe a few months ago 
for the express purpose of investigating the de- 
velopment of the electric ligbt in the laborato- 
ries of French and English chemists. He re- 
marked that he had found wotbing in his ob- 
servations to indicate that electricity would ever 
supersede gas for common and domestic use. It 
produced a hght of great intensity but of little 
volume. In other words, it is, he said, not so 
diffusive as an ordinary flame of the same size. 
in transmitting it its intensity proves too great 
for short and too little for long distances. In 
Paris,“ said he, it is claimed that the current 
can be sent 500 or 600 vards and stil! give a good 
light, but I observed that -all the experiments 
were made at 200 yards. They fail, too, in at- 
tempting to control it. There isa constant 
varying of the degree of brightness; it flares up 
and subsides as does the calcium lamps. The 
Jablochkoff candle gives a very brilliant light, 
but it is subject to all the objections which I 
have mentioned. Jablochkoff claims that he 
can feed four lamps with one wire. That is as 
far as he bas been able to proceed. 
But in his exhibitions be used a sepa- 
rate wire for each lamp. His device differs 
from tbe others in this way: Instead of 
the two pieces of carbon being opposite each 
other they are placed side by side, and there is 
no regulator. In the old lamps the regulator 
is the attachment which preserves the proper 
distance between the positive and the negative 
poles, as their points recede from each other, by 
reason of consumption by the electricity. The 
adjustment and working of this has been a 
problem of great nicety, any many different in- 
ventions have been applied.

Notwithstanding the pro- 
gress made in European experiments, I think 
that the electric light which is used in Gilmore’s 
Garden is as good as those which! saw in 
France. Of course, the one in Paris shines 
through a big opal globe, which gives to the 
rays more surface and tones their brilliancy. 
The cost of the Jablochkoff candle is about 
three times that of the gas which it replaces. For 
special purposes the electric licht will no doubt 
be useful. On engineering works, for instance, 
or in military operations, it will be invaluabie.

Mr. Charles Roome, President of the Manhat- 
tan Gaslight Company, Who was formerly the 
engineer of the Company over which be now 

was visited last evening. He had been 
out of town and bad not read the article in the 
Herald on Mr. Edison’s latest invention. He 
declined to look at it, saying that there was no 
possibility of electricity ever being developed 
into a means of iliumination for common use. 
He then remarked: 

“You cannot divide the light of electricity. 
2 Edison has done exactiy this very thing. — 

D.] It is a concentrated light of intense 
power, and can never be used to advantage ex- 
cept in illummating a large space, and even then 
it can under no circumstances be made reliable 
for a given length of time. It. is not a diffusive 
light. There is no power known to man by 
which it can be made ayailable in dwelling- 
houses or ghops. [He evidently knows noth- 
ing of the m light.—Ep.| From the nature 
of the machinery requi to produce it it is 
about four times as costly as the gas which we 
sell. I look upon it as a beautiful philosophical 
toy, but for general purposes it is perfectly use- 
less. The gaslight companies have nothing at 
ali to fear from it.“ 

„But do you not acknowledge that it may 
have its uses? 

“Im lighting large establishments for brief 
spaces oi time it may be employed. But, if it 
will be of public interest, you may say that 
next week (on the 16th, 17th, and 18th) the 
Americau Gaslight Association will hold its 
sixth annual meeting at the Fifth Avenue Ho- 
tel, beginning at 10 o’clock. Of this Associa- 
tion I am President. This whole subject will 
then be discussed. Prof. Morton, of the Stev- 
ens Institute, will delivera lecture on electric 
light. As he has devoted much time and study 
to it, his opinions must be of great value to 
both the manufacturers apd consumers of gas. 
Maj. Dresser, who has been in Europe confer-/ 
ring with the leading chemists of France and 
— ey will present to the Association the re- 
sult ot his investigations. 

‘Other inventions for utilizing the electric 
light have been offered to you, have they not!“ 

„Why, yes; I have received letters on the 
subject until 1 am sick of it. Stock is unques- 
tionably affected by the electric light talk. 
Everything alarms capitalists. 

Gen. Roome here told an anecdote of a man 
who some years tried to impose upon the 
gas companies d machine for lighting all the 
earth for nothing.” The General detected the 
traud, * aud, said he, “it is sowith all modern 
schemes. In all these inventions you must fall 
back on the simple laws of chemistry. There 
can be no light except it be produced by the 
burning of a solid substance. Electricity is the 
most expensive of all the known means of caus- 
ing light.” 

When the reporter was on the threshold of his 
bouse, and was about to bid him good nicht, 
Gen. Roome said: 

“IT will tell you now, as between man and 
man, and I tell you the honest truth, which, | 
hope, vou will not misrepresent, I would like to 
see every poor man in this city get his gas at 
less than $2 a thousand, 1 bave got two com- 
panies, the Manhattan and the Mutual. I may 
live to see them go down, but I know what I am 
about. I am managing my business on purely 
scientific principles. I havea laboratory that 
cost hundreds of thousands. of dollars. Had 1 
been let alone gas might have been cheaper to- 
to-day in New York than ever it was: But 
these upstart schemers have vrevented me,— 
they have blocked my game. Old as Iam, I 
have been in the gas business for forty years, 
I shall yet put them under my feet.”

WHAT COL. NICK L. ANDERSON THINKS OF . 
Cinctnnati Anqurer. 

We have been permitted to publish the follow- 
ing private letter from our fellow-townsman, 
Coil. Nick L. Anderson, to Gen. Hickenlooper, 
President of the Cincinnati Gas Company, in 
regard to the famous electrical light as it is now 
being used in Faris, France. The letter will be 
found interesting to all our readers, but particu- 
larly so to all who are consumers of gas. The 
letter is given verbatim: 

Panis, Sept. 20. 1878. —- My dear Hickenlooper : 
I received your letter of the 15th ult. while travel- 
ing in Scotland. I was inclined to answer it forth- 
with, for I felt that what information I was pre- 
pared to give would greatly tend to relieve your 
mind on almost every question asked; but when 1 
considered what the import of the letter would be, 
as contrasted with the accounts you have received, 
—not only through the paid medium of the press 
both in advertisements and in letters from Paris, 
but even in the reports af men who stand high 
among the learned and scientific experts of the 
land. — I hesitated. With my mind reassured by 
more recent investigations since my return, I even 
now hesitate, for it seems presumption for me to 
run counter to the wondrous statements which you 
have received; yet | feen ‘is but rightful to at 
least give my somewhat ¢rade opinion, and let you 
value it as you see fit. 

1. As to its cost, ab und omnes. The Avenue de 
Opera is now lighted by sixty electric lamps, re- 
placing 300 of the usual kind. Tue total expense 
is ten times as great, which makes each light cost as 
much as fifty of the old ones. This, I presume, is 
sufficient on that point. Now, as tothe objections. 
A steam-engine is necessary for each Kght or series 
of lights. ‘hat onthe Avenue de l'Oper is of 
seventy-horse- power. 

2. Allare connected by a wire which carries the 
electric current tothe carbon points of cach, so 
that if one light is extinguished the connection is 
broken, and all must necessarily go out. 

3. It is an intense light, nota quantative one; 
the globes used to diffuse it make a loss of three- 
fourths. 

4. It is a lurid, livid light, a ghastly glare. (If 
this alliteration does not impress your mind with 
ite horrible effect, I am in despair. ) 

5. The shopkeepers object to it as being unbe- 
coming even for the articles which they expose for 
sale, and those of the Rue de la Paris unanimously 
enjoined any of the Jablochkoff Gramme lamps be- 
ing erected On that street. 

6. Almostif not all the lamps now scattered 
through Paris are put up and kept running at the 
expense of the Company, which, with its capita! of 
7,000,000 francs and the hope of selling its 
patents, can afford todo a great deal of adver- 
tising; and, while I cannot admire the light itself, 
I cannot help giving my unqualied admiration to 
the management of its affairs from a business 
point. (Tnis last clause which I reckon as objec- 
tion No. 6 can only be claseed ander tuat head in- 
directly. Iciaim that where there is much cry 
there is little wool.*’) 

But it is needless to multiply objections. I 
have reserved what I esteem the most conclusive 
and satisfactory evidence till the last. Mr. Camus, 
the President of the Paris Gas-Company, being in- 
terviewed by a friend of mine as to its probable 
competition with coal-gas, sad. We want noth- 
ing to do with it. Neither in its present nor in its 
future do I see anything to bring it into competi- 
tion with our work. 

Hoping this basty statement will be as satisfac- 
tory us I believe it to be correct@l am, yours truly,

The only son, aged 21, of JEFFERSON 
Davis, ex-President of the Southern Con- 
federacy, died yesterday of yellow fever at 


the results usual when a dense crowd be- 
comes uncontrollable through fear. A largé 
number of persons were killed outright by 
crushing and suffocation, ten bodies having 
been taken from the church late last night.

Tun Tunern correspondent at New Or- 
Jeans in his dispatch this morning, written 
in bed, gives a graphic account of his per- 
sonal experience with the yellow fever. He 


had yesterday passed into the sixth day, and 
was barely able to describe the horrible 


ordeal through which he has fortunately 
escaped alive. 

Among the curious casualties reported in 
the dispatches this morning are two cases 
of death from injuries inflicted by vicious 


and infuriated animals. A boy riding a mule 


at Wilkesbarre, Pa., was thrown and killed, 
and the hybrid fiend then turned and nearly 
devoured the body; and a Michigan farmer 
was killed in an encounter with a furious 


stag at bay. 
There are anticipations of serious trouble 


with the Indians in Washington Territory, 


as they are becoming insolent and hostile in 
their bearing toward the settlers, and both 
sides are arming for the possible outbreak.

In the course of an extremely felicitous 
address toa great crowd of people at the 
Winchester, Va., fair- grounds yesterday, 
President Hares took occasion to introduce 
some of the views of the Fathers of the Re- 
public on the subject of honest money.

in Washington for the purpose of making 
arrangements for a winter residence in that 
city.

STILL MORE DEMOCRATIC VILLAINY. 

The New York Tribune has applied its 
keys and unlocked the South Carolina ci- 
phers, and the second count in the indict- 
ment against TD is clearly made. The 
first count charged him with offering to buy 
the Presidency for $30,000, by purchasing 
the vote of Florida. The second count 
charges him with authorizing his agent, 
Smita M. Weep, to purchase the vote of 
South Carolina for $80,000, and with setting 
on foot a subsequent scheme to buy four 
votes in the Legislature for $10,000, with 
which to make sure the election of Hamp- 
rox, as a failure in that direction might en- 
danger the prospects of TILDEN. 

There was no Moses, Max,“ nor 
„Paris ” figuring in these negotiations. One 
man worked the South Carolina end of the 
fraud business, and consequently there was 
no “impediment and nuisance in his way, 
cutting under prices, and rendering Gramer- 
ey Park liable to pay twice for the same 
vote. The story is easier told than the 
Florida one, because there are not so many 
dramatis persona, but it is a blacker one. 
Taken in connection with the Florida case, 
it goes to show that, wherever the veneering 
is scraped off, it exposes rottenness under- 
neath. 

On the 13th of November, 1876, while 
Gramercy Park was still without definite 
news from the other doubtful States, Surrn 
M. Weep, a notorious Democratic politician 
and lobbyist, arrived in Columbia, S. C., as 
the accredited agent of T DEN. It was on 
that day that the South Carolina Canvassing 
Board perfected its organization, and he 
went to work instantly. On that very day 
he telegraphed to Havemerer, he being the 
go-between in the South Carolina case just 
as he was in the Florida, that things were 
very much mixed, and that it would not be 
a very bad idea to place a few dollars on the 
Returning Beard. It was a very delicate 
hint, but To is not the man to take hints 
where money is involved without knowing 
all the circumstances, so when PrLTon 
answered the dispatch he said nothing 
about money, but advised Weep as to prog- 
ress in other States, and desired him to 
keep a good watch, Weep did not care 
much for the result in other States. He 
knew there was no prospect of South Caro- 
lina without money, and he tenaciously stuck 
to the main idea. He replied to Prox on 
the very same day, and informed him it was 
important to have an answer to his question 
that night. TrupzNn, however, was not yet 
ready to risk any money upon uncertainties, 
and Prox answered, ordering him to re- 
main in South Carolina and prevent trading, 
meanwhile assuring him that his expenses 
should be paid. Wrerp was not a man to be 
put off with evasions. With him it was a 
strict matter of business, and before he went 
to bed that night he had sent the following 
dispatch, which required a categorical an- 
swer :

The persistence with which Wren stuck to 
the necessity of money is explained by his 
knowledge that Tr.. xx had not carried South 
Carolina.

Weep went to Baltimore to receive the 
money, but Titpen again commenced his 
fatal higgling, and put off the delivery of the 
money to close the bargain so long that the 
vote was announced, and it was too late. 


With it fell through another proposition to 


purchase four votes in the State Senate for 
$10,000 to make sure of Hampron, as his 
failure would involve the failure of T Dxx. 

With the failure of the South Carolina 
proposition the conspirators in Florida com- 
menced their work, with a result already 
known to the public. Bad as the latter was, 
it was not so black as the crime in South 
Carolina. In Florida the proposition was 
made to sell out the State for $50,000, and 
was considered by Tom; but, while he was 
trying to beat them down to a lower figure 
and before he had succeeded, the time came 
for the announcement of the vote, and it 
was too late. By Trpen’s avarice and 
parsimony, and the large number of cooks at 
work on the broth, the dish was spoiled. In 
South Carolina, on the other hand, 
there was but one man at work, and he 
pushed his business with such persistent in- 
dustry that the proposition was made and 
definitely accepted by TripEn, and the time 
and place named for payment. In the one 
case he was engaged in a conspiracy to com- 
mit a crime, in the other case he committed 
it. His fatal procrastination in coming to 
time does not affect the infamy of that crime. 

Is it not time for the Democracy to cease 
its howling about fraud? Is it not time for 
the Porrern Committee to adjourn sine die ? 
Is it not time for the National Democratic 
Committee to take down its sign of Reform 
and close up the shop, preparatory to taking 
an account of stock? Is it not time för 
Sauen J. Tors to appear at the bar and 
plead to these indictments personally, instead 
of relegating the plea to his agents? He is 
wanted for swindling the United States 
Treasury out of a portion of its revenue, and 
for an attempt to swindle the people of the 
United States out of their President. 


MR. MARBLE’S DENIAL. 

After more than a week’s delay, which we 
may readily infer has been passed in anxious 
consultation, one of the accused parties to 
the Democratic frauds in Florida—Mr. 
Manton Marsiz—has made a statement. It 
is a general denial of personal complicity in 
the scandal. It is not in the nature of an 
explanation or elucidation, but such a denial 
as Mr. Manni might have made with con- 
siderable more force on the very day the 
cipher telegrams were exposed. The accused 
is evidently conscious of the weakness in his 
plea that has been occasioned by the delay, 
for he attempts to explain it by saying that 
he finally read the New York Tribune ex- 
posure at the request of the editor of the 
Herald. This is puerile in the extreme, and 
is further calculated to damage Mr. Marsiez, 
for he will never be able to convince any one 
that he remained ignorant for several days 
of the serious charges against him in an af- 
fair that had riveted the attention of the 
entire country. Perhaps Mr. Manx could 
not have done better than make this general 
denial, if he did anything at all, but it would 
have received more credit if it had been 
made promptly, and not after hesitation and 
consultation, A man of Manron Mann's 
standing, charged with an infamous offense 
of which he was not only innocent but abso- 
lutely ignorant, would searcely have waited 
eight days to say so. 

We have intimated that Mr. Marstz, if he 
said anything, could not well’ put in any 
other plea than the one he has made, It 
would not do to denounce the cipher telegrams 
as forgeries that were never sent; the Trib. 
une was evidently too well fortified to meet 
such a charge. Nor would it do to set up that 
the dispatches had not been correctly trans- 
lated, because the application of the differ- 
ent keys had been thoroughly verified, and 
any charge of inaccuracy in this respect would 
have made it necessary forthe Torx fac- 
tion to produce the correct keys and furnish 
the genuine meaning. In denying in broad 
terms, though unnecessarily diffusive, that 
he ever knew of any such dispatches being 
sent or received, Mr. Mann relieves him- 
self of the necessity of construing their 
meaning or intent, and, for the time being, 
he occupies a defiant attitude by challenging 
the production of positive proof of his al- 
leged connection with the cipher messages. 
It may be inferred from what the Tribune 
has said on this subject that it will be able to 
produce such proof. 

In the meantime it is clear that Mr. Man- 
BLE, having consented to write out an elab- 
orate statement where a brief denial would 
have served the same purpose, should have 
taken cognizance of some of the suspicious 
circumstances, already made public, which 
tend to confirm the Tribune charge that he 
was the author of some of the most damning 
dispatches that have been published. First, 
it is a curious coincidence that the 
signature to many of these dispatches, 
„Moses, is the first name of Mr. 
Marsiz, though he long since dropped 
it from use; in the next place, itappears from 
the dispatches themselves that answers to 
the Moses dispatches* were addressed to 
Manton Marsue, and that Moses replied 
to dispatches that were sent to Marsix. This 
connecting link was brought out by the in- 
terference of an indiscreet friend, Mr. 841 
TONSTALL, who was one of Torx's lawyers 
in Florida. This gentleman could not wait 
for Mr. Mannzz's denial in his own behalf, 
but rushed into print with the assertion that 
the Tribune had merely ‘‘ guessed that Mr. 
Manse was the author of certain dispatches, 
This naturally brought out a statement from 
the 7ridune, from which we make the fol- 
lowing extract :

Saturday secured several dispatches sent you ad- 
dressed to house. Have advised with friend. 
Situation same; everything uncertain. MARBLE 
SAYS PLAN SENT You SATURDAY MUST BE ACTED 
UPON IMMEDIATELY, OTHERWISE UNAVAILING. Plan 
unknown to undersigned; sixteen, twenty-one, 
twenty-three. Just presented your letter. 


From this it appears that, if Mr. Mansiz 
insists upon denying that he ever signed or 
dictated the Moses dispatehés, then he 
must follow up the denial by charging 
Panis with lying. Panis did not know what 
the plan was, and was not familiar with the 
„Moses cipher; yet it was Mr. Mansiz 
who told him to insert “‘ sixteen, twenty-one, 
twenty-three,” which refers to the dispatch 
to the New York pay 13 in regard to the 
amount necessary to purchase the Return- 
ing Board.“ If Mr. Marsix was and is en- 
tirely ignorant of all these dispatches and 
propositions, how comes it that the dis- 
patches in reply to Moses were ad- 
dressed to him? How comes it that 
„Moses replied to dispatches that had 
been sent to Manton Marsie? How comes 
it that Manton Manx instructed Pants to 
urge action on the Moses proposition? 
The “ general denial” is very far from satis- 
factory in the light of these circumstances. 

We have but one more comment to make 
on Mr. Marsux’s denial pending the produc- 
tion of still more convincing proof of his con- 
nection with the bribery scheme, with which 
he will probably be overwhelmed, viz.: Max- 
BLE does not undertake (as he has always be. 
fore been eager to do) to defend Mr. TrLDx, 
or to deny that gentleman’s knowledge and 
sanction of what was going on. This omis- 
sion on the part of Mr. Mann to come to 
the defense of his chief is significant because 
it is exceptional. We take it to mean that 
Mans zz feels the situation to be perilous, 
and that he has acted upon the principle of 
sauve gui peut, He will be content, if he can 
escape from this trap himself, to let TL DEN 
take care of himself, Of, course Manna 
might drop out of this scandal altogether as 
a comparatively insignificant person, and 
Mr. Tors situation would be as desperate 
as ever, especially since the exposure of the 
South Carolina scheme; but we are inclined 
to think that even Mr. Manni will be 
obliged to make other statements, and 
0 ones, before he ean clear his skirts. 


THE ELECTRIC LIGHT. 


There has been a heavy decline in gas 


stocks in England, and all over Europe, in 
consequence of the statements printed in the 
papers there concerning Ep1son’s inventions 
in lighting by electricity. The price of gas 
stocks has also been seriously affected in this 
country by the same cause. It has been 
reported pretty straight from Menlo Park 
that Eprson declared he had got it,”—and 
the public have great faith in his word. 
When he says he has invented something it 
generally turns out to be true. Says the 


New York Sun: 

On the 4th of September the stock of our Man- 
hattan Gaslight Company sold at 200% ; on Thurs- 
day last 57 shares were sold at 157. ‘During the 
same period the Metropolitan Gas steck fell from 
132 to 105. New York Company stock is now at 
about 80, and all the other gas stocks have suf- 
fered from the same fall, » tg may yet be even 
greater. 


Chicago gas stock — also suffered a fall, 
but probably not so much as the above. ‘The 
gas people can afford a large shrinkage of 
stocks. They have had a fat thing of it for 
thirty or forty years. They have received 
back their investments several times in the 
shape of dividends on watered stocks. They 
can put gas to the public at figures far below 
present charges, and still make fair profits 
on the actual plant. It is doubtful whether 
Eprsox can produce electric light so cheap as 
to wholly supersede gas, but he will un- 
doubtedly make it a most formidable com- 
petitor. Electric lighting has been success- 
fully tried in London and Paris for illumifia- 
tion of streets, large spaces, railway depots, 
and other great buildings. At the Gaiety 
Theatre, in London, the Lonttn system of 
electric lighting, which has been attended 
with considerable success in Paris, was tried 
with satisfactory results, and M. Lonti~ 
claims that the expense of the motive power 
of the engine and the carbons used in the 
lamp will enable a light to be produced at 
about half the cost of gas. 

But this is doubted and denied by experts 
who have examined the cost of the light. 
The Jastocuxorr carbon candles cost far 
more than gas. The adjustment and work- 
ing have been difficnlt, and more than one 
lamp from one wire has not yet been success- 
fully produced, although JaBLocuxorr claims 
that he can feed four lamps, but he does not 
do it. The light is intense, like that of the 
sun, and requires shading or screening to re- 
duce it. It dazzles like lime light, but far 
more so. These, and the high cost, are some 
of the objections to which the gas companies 
point triumphantly, and they jump to the 
conclusion that nothing Epson can invent 
will overcome them. 

But they beg the whole question. Epson 
does not use carbon candles or clockwork, 
or any clumsy, costly contrivance, and he 
makes the electric current As divisible as that 
of gas. Nor does he produce a vast locomotive 
headlight or glaring lime light to fill a whole 
street or hall, but a modest fifteen-candle- 
power light equal to g five or six foot gas- 
burner. He can reduce the flow just like 
that of gas. He gives forth a spark of light 
on the point of a platinum wire, which shines 
like a diamond. He regulatgs the flow of 
electricity on the wire in a way that does not 
melt the platinum nor injure the eye. Enp1- 
son's contrivance is self-regulating like the 

overnor of a steam-engine, and works auto- 
matically. There are no carbon candles, no 
clockwork, no winding up or running down. 
The invention is simplicity and perfection 
combined. There only remains the ques- 
tion of expense in generating the light, 
and in regard thereto Epmson says he 
knows that the cost will be far less 
than that of gas,—how much less he is not 
yet ready to disclose. He has devoted most 
of his thoughts to the other points, and is 
working back towards the electric generator. 
He sought to produce a small light like that 
of a gas-jet, to be under perfect control, 
steady, soft, luminous, and reliable. That 
he has got. He wanted to divide the flow of 
electricity on the wire from the generator 
into ten, a hundred, or a thousand burners 
in a building or along a street for a mile or 
more. This he has sueceededin doing. He 
has discovered a way of immensely econo- 
mizing the electric light, and he utilizes the 
present gas-pipes and burners in à house. 
He is now working a number of small de- 
tails to perfect everything as far as he has 
gone; and there remains only the improve- 
ment of the electric generator, and of course 
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|| offered in an already: 


The real intent of. the County Ring is 
fully exposed in a comparison between the 
appropriations for general expenses for the 
coming year and those of the year just elos- 
ing and of the preceding year. For the year 
1876-'77 the appropriations for general ex- 
penses were $667,480; for the year 187778 
they were $700,000; for this year they are 
$1,133,550, which is the entire amount of 
the authorized tax-levy after deducting the 
amount necessary to be paid out on the in- 
terest account, and nearly $450,000 more 
than was .appropriated, last year. Some of 
the items of these appropriations are 
astounding. For instance, $115,000 are set 
aside for the County Clerk’s expenses, 
though the present incumbent has announced 
his intention of keeping the expenses of the 
office within $60,000 a year. The sum of 
$42,000 is appropriated for the County Build- 
ing, which we presume is intended for re- 
pairs and cleaning, though $10,000, or one- 
fourth the amount, sufficed for last year. 
The County Agent is given $150,000 this 
year, though he only had $100,000 for last 
year, and this is done in the face of the fact 
that the demand on county charity is de- 
creasing with the general improvement in 
the condition of the labor market. Itis 
assumed that it will cost twice as much to 
run the Insane Asylum this year as it did 
last, though the Lord only knows why, and 
$110,000 are appropriated where $60,000 
were enough before. The Hospital Fund is 
run up $25,000, and outdoor relief from 
$20,000 to $32,000, ‘* Miscellaneous ex- 
penses ” is an item that did not appear at all 
in last year’s appropriations, but it serves to 
asorb $47,000 this year, and the enormous 
sum of $120,000is set aside for errors, 
rebates, and forfeitures” that were never 
before figured in the estimates. 

Is not the meaning of all this very clear? 
The Ring want the people to vote $750,000 
of bonds as a special fund for building the 
Court-House. It was necessary to convey 
the impression that there would be no money 
to spare from general expenses out of the 
tax-levy ; hence the entire tax-levy was ap- 
propriated for general expenses; and hence 
the appropriations have been made $450,000 
more than they have been heretofore or 
should be now, Bat the Ring members of 
the Board must be very stupid to believe 
that so palpable a deception can be success- 
fully practiced on the people. ‘The taxpay- 
ers will scarcely consent to add $750,000 to 
the debt of the county in order to enable a 
Ring to increase the general expenses of the 
county $450,000 during the coming year. 
But the Ring had an ulterior design in the 
peculiar disposal of the appropriations for 
the coming year. If they should fail 
to convince the people that it will 
be necessary to vote the bonds asked 
for, then the items of their ap- 
propriations are sp arranged that they can 
be readily diverted to the Court-House, and 
the building of the institution will go right 
along. The County Board can save between 
$400,000 and $500,000 out of the tax-levy 
for this year with which to continue work on 
the Court-House, which will be sufficient to 
meet the overdrafts on the Court-House 
Fund and pay for the current work. This 
plan may not afford money enough to vote 
extras and steals at the rate of the past 
two years, but the public is not interested in 
this to the extent that the Ring Commis- 
sioners are. The analysis that has been 
made of the appropriations shows that suf- 
ficient money can be saved out of the gen- 
eral expenses, and is intended to be saved, 
for continuous work on the Court-House, 
and there is not the slightest excuse for ask- 
ing the pers to vote any bonds whatever.

THE LOW PRICE or AnRADBSTUrrS. 

The ruling prices in the breadstuffs and 
provision market are not very promising to 
producers. The Mark Lane (London) Er- 
press of the 15th represents the English 
market as unnsually depressed. The British 
crop of wheat has been secured, but the 
prices for all agricultural productions are so 
low as to exclude any hope of remuneration 
to the farmers. The arrivals in London of 
foreign grain have been of late very large. 
The English market is depressed by two 
reasons: first, the stock on hand and within 
reach is large; and, second, the financial dis- 
turbance, whichjhas advanced the price of 
money and curtailed the loans. The ad- 
vances of money to carry merchandise or 
grain or any large business have been greatly 
limited. The last element of speculation 
has been crowded out, and purchases are 
confined to ordinary wants. Though no act- 
ual panic exists, there is uncertainty and 
apprehension existing to a degree that is al- 
most as fatal for the time to business as 
would be a panic in fact. 

In the Chicago market the prices are re- 
markably low,—lower than they have been for 
many years at this time of the year. Added 
to this unusual circumstance is the fact that, 
of the spring-wheat crop, fully one-half that 
is received has to be graded as No. 3. So 
with the corn and oats; at least one-fourth of 
these grains reeeived are graded as re- 
jected,” which is equivalent to No. 3.” 
We give the average quotations on Change 
yesterday :

Rejected oats 

Mess pork, per barrel 
Lard, per 100 pounds 

Live hogs, per 100 pounds... 


These figures are not encouraging to the 
producers, These are the prices here, which 
include the cost of transportation, commis- 
sion, storage, eto. It is easy to deduct the 
cost of handling and transportation, and to 
see how little is left to the farmer. 

Of course there is a difference of opinion 
as to the wisest policy to be adopted. The 
home warket is of necessity in sympathy 
with the foreign, and prices here are con- 
trolled by those in Europe. The English 
market is depressed for the reasons stated: 
large stocks on hand and a disturbed money 
market. All the information received is to the 
effect that the English deficiency of wheat will 
be at least 100,000,000 bushels, and must be 
eventually supplied. The present low prices 
and stock in excess of the demand are, 
therefore, presumably more or less tem- 
porary. Under these circdmstances, “there- 
fore, the wisest policy for the farmers may 
be to hold their grain for the present. It is 
useless to send grain to market when that 
market is filled to abundance, and prices 
hardly cover the ebst of transportation. 80 
fong as the wheat will be wanted there is no 
good reason for sacrificing it. It would 
seem to be the best policy to hold on to the 
wheat for a while, — to let the stock on hand 
be reduced by consumption, and give time 
for the market to recover to a point some- 
what justified by an enlarged demand. 

So long as wheat, corn, oats, and pork are 
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ply forwarded to be sold at the present low 
and still falling prices continues to be large 
is an inducement for purchasers to act on 
the presumption that there is a large crop 
behind which must be sold. Purchasers, 
therefore, are waiting for a farther reduction. 
Producers must consider this matter for 


themselves. They have no assurance that 


wheat will not fall even much lower 

then the present prices, and each man hav- 
ing wheat, corn, oats, or hogs to sell must 
determine whether he can do better by send- 
ing his stock to an overcrowded and falling 
market, or by holding that stuff until the 
present supply on hand is measurably 
worked off, and the supply more propor- 
tioned to the demand. Grain is selling in 
Liverpool for less money than it can be 
bought for in Chicago at yesterday’s prices 
and shipped to Liverpool. Under these cir- 
cumstances, with the grain-warehouses here 
and elsewhere filled almost to their capacity, 
it is questionable whether the producer's 
policy is to further reduce prices by adding 
to the excess already in the market. How 
long the depression in prices will last is an 
uncertain problem, but it is certain that it 
will last sq long as the deliveries in market 
are far in excess of any demand for ship- 


ment.

THE UMATILLAS, 

Wasninoton, D. C., Oct. 16.—Gen. O. O. 
Howard telegraphs from Fort Vancouver that 
a Umatilla Indian was murdered on the 29th 
ult. by white men, and that the Umatilias have 
within the last three weeks lost 500 horses, 
taken by whites. He asks, Cannot the United 
States District-Attorpey be instructed by the 
Attorney-General to attend tothis and other 
cold-blooded murders of Indians by white men? 
A few examples of such justice would do more 
for peace than a whole summer’s campaign.“ 

The foregoing was indorsed by Gen. Sherman, 
as follows: The Umatilla Indians should be 
protected in their lives and property as far as 
possible by the civil agents, as also by the mili- 
tary; but, after the crime is committed, the 
civil courts should try the case and adjudge the 
measure of punishment.”

Territory, have arrived bere, with their clerks, 
stenograpvhers, etc., and will leave for the Indian 
Territory iv a day ortwo. They visit the Capi- 
tals of the different tribes, take testimony, and 
probably remain in that country some time.

San Francisco, Oct. 16.—A gentleman from 
the Klikitat country reports that serious trouble 
is auticipated with the Indians. who are be- 
coming insolent and demonstrative, and are 
preparing, it is generally believed, for an at- 
tack uvon the white settlers as soon as an op- 
portunity shall present itself. The breach be- 
tween them and the settlers is being widened 
every day. Both parties are arming themselves 
for the outbreak. Numerous complaints are 
made against the merchants at Seattle and 
other places on Puget’s Sound, who the settlers 
claim are supplying the Indians with all the 
arms and ammuvition they want.

An International and National Con- 
vention to Be Held in This 
City. 


A very mall representation of the manufac- 
turers of Chicago met at the Appellate Court 
room, Grand Pacific Hote) Building, last even- 
ing forthe purpose of listening to an address 
from Gen. Cyrus Busse, President of the New 
Orleans Chamber of Commerce, upon matters 
of national and international interest. 

David O. Whiting called the assembly to 
order, and E. H. Talbot was appointed Chair- 
man. J. W. Rickman was chosen te act as Sec- 


retary. 

Gen. Busse® was introduced and commenced 
his address by expressing his sorrow that the 
inclemency of the weather had kept so many 
away. He spoke of tbe inflated prosperity of 
the country at the time of the War and since, up 
to within a few years. But when the railroads 
stopped building tracks, and there was a cessa- 
tion of public improvements, people began to 
look around to see which business was the best. 
Very naturally the industry of agriculture was 
looked upon as the most profitable, and the 
people obeyed the advice of Horace Greeley. 
They went West, and the consequencer 
were that produce had not been so cheap for 
forty years as it was to-day. The only solid 
wealth there was in the country was what was 
taken from the ground, and now it was un- 
profitable to till the soil. People were talking 
about hard times, and were tampering with the 
currency to effect a change for the better. But 
the only sure cure for hard times was in cetting 
our products to a foreign market. We yearly 
paid millions in gold for duties and imports, 
while we ought to pay in the products of the 
soil. The United States made a profit last year 
of $74,000 upon postage to the West Indies and 
South America. 

The speaker, by means of tabular statements 
taken from books and circulars, gave a great. 
many figures, showing the increase of our ex- 
portations, the increase of manufactures in this 
country; also, comparing our exports and im- 

rts with those of other countries of a simi- 

ar class,—Great Britain and France,—showing 
that the United States occupied but a meagre 
pusition in the World’s trade. The trade of 
China and Japan amounted to $100,000,000, of 
which the United States received but a very 
small proportion. The speaker desired to know 
why it was that our products were shipped to 
Liverpool, furnishing employment to thousands 
of laborers of a foreign country, and then by 
that country shipped to China at a cheaper rate 
than we could ship the same products to that 
eountry. 
FORTY YEARS AGO 

an American citizen attemptea to establish a 
line of steamers between this country and Val- 
paraiso. He spent a large fortune, and at 
length succeeded in getting two small steamers 
to run to Valparaiso. A bronze statue had 
been erected in that country in honor of that 
American citizen to commemorate his services 
in that direction. 

Brazil bad an area of territory larger than 
the United States by several thousand square 
miles. It had a trade of many millions of dol- 
lars, and nota line of steamships running be- 
tween this country and that. When the Em- 
peror of Brazil wished to visit this country, a 
few years since, he could not find a single 
United States steamer on which to take pas- 
sage, but was forced to take a vessel to a 
foreign port, aad from there here by a second 
steamer. 

The Argentine Republic: had a trade of $53,- 
000,000 a year, of which the United States re- 
ceived but a small amount. Chili had 
a trade of $74,000,000, of which the 
United States furnished about $9,000,000 
in hides. The regate trade 
of all the countries was over $152,000,000 anuu- 
ally. Of this large amount the United States 
furnished about $60,000,000, and but $1,700,000 
went from the mouth of the Migsissippi River,— 
an insignificant amount. We spent millions of 
doliars annually to support a navy to guard our 
commerce, while we had no commerce to guard. 
We can produce anything that Great Britain 
can, and yet England was growing rich from her 
exportations, and we were not. 

Gen. Busse then went on to speak of the sys- 
tem of steamsbip mail lines. He said ever 
man here was so afraid of the word “‘subsidy ” 
that the representative of thegpeovie was _ terri- 
fed out of voting for anything to aid 
the establishing of steamship lines tq@any 
foreign port. e thought the Government 
should, by allowing a fair compensation for the 
carrying of our mails, encourage the building of 
ships and the embarkation of capital in steam- 
ship lines between here and South America and 
Mexico. It had been shown that the United 
States could build a better ship than any other 
country, and it only needed a little encourage- 
ment. He stated that every other first-class 
nation that bad any tommerce paid subsidies, 
and some of them very heavy ones. 

Australia was the most wonderfully prosper- 
ous country in the world. With a population 
of a little over 3,000,000, she had a trade almost 


one-third as great as we did with our 4. 000. 000 


of inhabitants. Yet we bad comparatively notn- 
ing of this trade. He urged the pressing neces- 
sity of establishing a trade with, Australia, and 
China, and Japan. In Chinaa terrible famine 
was now raging, which had in one year taken as 
many lives as had been taken by war in all the 
combined Kingdoms of the world since the days 
In eighteen months more 
people had died of famine in China than would 
inhabit the Whole of the United States. In one 
town of 120,000 inhabitants, 75,000 had died 
from starvation. They had come in from the 
country around to be fed, and 
HAD DIED WITHIN THE WALLS. 
The speaker next alluded to the subjecs of con- 
structing the Northern and Southern Pacific 
Rail He thought that it more nearly in- 
terested Chicago than any other city in America. 
He said that by a little labor and the expendi- 
ture of alittle money it would be so that a 
steamer drawing twelve feet of water could go 
— Duluth to Liverpool without breaking 
ulk. 

Gen. Busse closed by predicting a state of 
anarchy and revolution if our legislation was 
not amended so as to dispose of our accumula- 
lation of products at a fair valuation, which 
could only be dont, ag be could see, 
in the manner descrived by him in 
his remarks. He then came to the 
immediate object which had brought him 
to Chicago, the scheme of holding a National 
and International Convention in this city before 
Congress meets, and invite here representatives 
from every town and city in the Mississippi Val- 


ley. 

The Secretary read telegrams from the Pri- 
vate Secretary of President Haves for the latter, 
the Mexican Minister, Senator David Davis, and 
Gov. Cullom, regretting their inaility to re- 
spond to the invitation of the manufacturers to 
be present at their mecting last night. 

David O. Whiting presented the following 
resolutions: 

Resolved, That we favor the holding of a Na- 
tional and International Commercial Convention 
in Chicago at an early day, to consider and suggest 
the best means of extending our e with for- 
eien countries in North and South America. 

Resolved, That we regard the establishment of 
mail and transportation lines of steamships be- 
tween our principal ports and those of other coun- 
tries as indispensable to the speedy and prosperous 
growth ot our trade with those countries. 

Resolved, That the long and succeseful experi- 
ence of England, France, and Germany, in estab- 
lishing and sustaining steamship lines by liberal 
pay for exclusive mail service, or else by actual 
and undieguised subsidies, should teach our Gov- 
ernment the wisdom of that enlightened policy, 
and indorse its application to our own mercantile 
marine whenever and wherever circumstances’may 


require. 


esoived, That we firmly believe that the period 
has arrived when the general welfare of this 
country demands that Congress should extend to 
our communications by water, ocean, gulf, lake, 
and river, the fostering care and generous aid 
which have been heretofore devoted almost entirely 
to our communications by land.

Troubles of the Democracy About the Third Dis- 
trict--After Miles Kehoe. 


— 


The Republican Convention ot the First Con- 
gressional District met yesterday morning at 
the Grand Pacific Hotel. Mr. John L. Thomp- 
son, Chairman of the District Committee, called 
the delegates to order, and Lewis Etisworth, of 
Du Page County, was elected Temporary Chair- 
man and Col. John H. Roberts Secretary. There 
were no contesting delegations, hence the pre- 
liminary business was quickly finished. The 
temporary officers were made vermanent. 

Mr. Abner Taylor, of the First Ward, moved 
that the Hon. William Aldrich be declared the 
nominee of the Convention without balloting. 
The motion received several prompt seconds, 
and the Chairman called for a rising vote. Every 
delegate rose to his feet when the question was 
put, and the cheering was for a few moments 
deafening. 

There were fond calls for Aldrich, but the 
Chairman decided that the regular business of 


the Conyention should be finished before speech- 


making could be allowed. The following were 
named ag the District Committee for the ensu- 
ing year; First Ward, Abner Taylor; Second 
Ward, Henry Bonn; Third Ward, E. G. Keith; 
Fourth Ward, H. H. Belding; Fifth Ward, 
Joseph Boyd; Sixth Ward, C. Teetmeyer ; Fifth 
Commissioner's District, George A. Follansbee; 
Sixth Commissioner’s District, Dr. W. P. 
Pierce; Du Page County, Lewis Ellsworth, Dr. 
Olsen, W. K. Patrick. 

Mr. Aldrich then came forward amid great ap- 
plauye, He said that it would but feebly express 
his feelings to say that he sincerely thanked 
the Convention for this renewed expression of 
coufidence in bim. He could only promise 
to do all that lay in his power for the election 
of the entire Republican ticket. He was aware 
of the importance of this election, and it was 
the business of every Republican voter to see 
that those men were elected whom the Repub- 
lican party bad nominatea. He did not propose 
to make a speech at that time, but if re-elected 
he would do his duty. [A voice: You have 
done it so tar.] He was a Republican, and did 
not believe that the Republican party had out- 
lived ite usefulness. That party was pledged 
to honest money and honest government, and 
he pointed with pride to the men already 
nominated, who would uphold the name and 
honor of the Republicans. The Southern Dem- 
ocrats had begun with specious words, and had 
promised so many favors to the colored voters 
that they had succeeded in capturing many 
votes in the districts where they subsequentiy 
started rifle clubs for the purpose of intimida- 
tion and interfering with the liberty of the col- 
ored people. This treachery had been coun- 
tenanced by the Governor of a Southern State 
who had been among the loudest in his profes- 
sions of fair dealing. Tue colored people of the 
South should know that the Republican party 
did not indorse any such course. Desperate at- 
tempts had been made, and were now being 
made, to disintegrate the Republican party by 
drawing off votes from that party, but they had 
not succeeded, because of the integrity the 
Government, and its honest purpose to legislate 
in favor of all classes, without discrimination. 
The party was in favor of hard money, and 
would not allow any petty larceny on the 
part of the Greenbackers, who were now howling 
for unlimited paper money—the very men who, 
until recently, had been fighting the Republicans 
for issuing any greenbacks at all.

name an Bxecutive Committee. The absence 
of Gen, O. L. Mann, candidate for Coroner, 
was noticeable. It was stated the General was 
much fatigued after his arduuus fabors, and 
that he felt badly over his defeat for the Shriev- 
alty nomination. It was also intimated by in- 
timate friends of his that he would under no 
circumstances accept the nomination of Coroner. 
However, a strong pressure will be brought to 
bear upon bim to accept, and to encourage him 
to hope lor promotion in the future. The Gen- 
eral had many sympathetic and warm friends 
speaking for him, and there is a general feeling 
that he ougbt to show himself and go actively 
into the campaign.

FINANCIAL, 


Chicago dealers in foreign exchange report that 
they are doing almost nothing. The offerings of 
bills, which have come to be large in Chicago on 
account of the rapid development of our direct 
trade with Europe, have in the last few days been 
nominal. Pricer are very low, but even at these 
figures the English houses curtail their orders 
orrefuse to order at all. The rates for sterling 
sight and time bills advanced %c on account of 
the rise inthe Bank of England rate, and were 
quoted at 479% for sixty days and 485 for sicht. 
These rates are above the gold importing point, 
and have checked the shipment of gold from 
London to New York. In thie the Bank of 
England has accomplished one result aimed 
at im the increase of ite rate. The Bank 
of France for the first time in years bas raised its 
rate, which is now fixedat 3 per cent for dis- 
courts and 4 per cent for loans. French exchange 
bas advanced to 522% for sixty days and 518 for 
sight, and German exchange is 94 for sixty days 
and 95 for sight. 

The quotations for Government bonds show 


another success for the Bank of England. Its 


increase in discount rates was notice that it meant 
to force the shipment to New York of American 
Governments and other securities in place of gold. 
Although the amount of Governments held abroad 
has been shown to be very small, compared with 
what it used to be, there are of course some to be 
picked up, and the price in New York begins 
to show the effect of shipments from 
London. This is especially noticeable 
in the 6 per cents. The opening quotations in 
New York were: 6s of 1881, 107%; 6s of 1865, 
January and July, 102%; 6s of 1867, 105%; 6s of 
1868, 107%; 10-408. 105%; new 5s, 105K: 4448, 
103; 46, 100. The closing Chicago quotations are 
given below. 

The quotations of consols belied the alarming 
press dispaiches of the morning. Ibe opening was 
0444, 1-16 better than the clove on Tuesday, and 
there was an early advance to 94 3-16, at which 
point the price remained steady. The rise of the 
rate of the Bank of France, to check the flow of 
specie from Paris to London, will make it neces- 
sary for the Bank of England to raise its rate 
again, and thie will merease the financial pressure 
in England. British borrowers are not accustom-

percent are heavy rates for their money market. 
The gold market was affected slightly by the in- 
crease in the rates of foreign exchange, which shut 
off shipments from England. The premium, after 
standing steady at 100%, went up % to 100%.

Applications for discounts were not press- 
ing. Country rediscounts were inactive, and the 
supply of paper from city customers was not 
enough toabeord the loanabie surplus. Rates of 
discount were 6@10 per cent to regular customers, 
with special rates in special cases. 

New York exchange was 50c per $1, 000 premium 
between banks, and the orders for currency and 
exchange were both light. 

Benk clearings were $3, 100. 000. 

The drop in Chicago gas stocks is in sympathy 
with a similar movement in all the large cities in 
America and Europe. But some capitalists are 
beginning to act on the theory that the import- 
ance of the electric light has been overestimated. 
It may be destined to supersede gas. but much 
time and capital will have to be spent before the 
substitution is made, and it is not yet certain 
that the eleciric light is a practicable substitute for 
gas. Gas stocks in New York have been declin- 
ing. Sept. 4. the stock of the Manhattan Gas 
Company sold at 200%, on the 25th it fell to 162%, 
and on Thursday last fifty-seven shares were sold 
at 157. During the same period Metropolitan 
gas stock fell from 132 to 105. New York Com- 
pany stock is now at about 80, and all the other 
gas stocks have suffered in the same way. 

A company of capitalists has been formed in 
New York to put Edison’s electric lighting machine 
into use. It will establish central stations in New 
York City, at each of which there will be machines 
to generate the electricity, which will be conducted 
to the points to be illuminated by wires laid in 
pipes, under ground, each station to control the 
territory within a radius of half a mile. The light, 
it is claimed, will be stronger tnan gas-light, but 
more pleasant, and its intensity can be regulated 
as easily as that of gas, while it can be started by 
simply touching a spring, without the use of a 
match. There will be no flame, and consequently 
no danger of fire.

The action of the Mutual Life-Insurance Com 
pany of New York in giving new policy-holders 
rebates on the first premiums has excited a great 
deal of discussion. We have received a number of 
communications on the subject, and give two of 


them below: 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, Oct. 14.—The largest life-insurance 
company in the country, which has for several 
weeks past attracted much attention and a good 
deal of censure by a new device in its rates. has 
undoudtedly a reason for the anxiety to increase 
the number of ite members and its income. 

Asa policy-holder in this Company for many 
years, I have carefully observed its expenditures, 
and believe that in those expenditures will be 
found an explanation of the new movement. 

Previous to 1873 the reports of the officers to the 
policy-holders of this Company contained details 
of its expenses under ten or twelve heads. but 
when its printing, stationery, postage, advertising, 
and legal expenses 1 increased from $200, - 
000 in 1872 to $600,000 in 1873, a new form of 
financial statement was adopted, and all the ex- 
penses lumped into two accounts, one entitled, 
**Commissions, present and future, and the 
other Expenses and taxes. 

By this merging of accounts, which is stil! con- 
tinued, unpleasant comparisons were almost whoi- 
ly evoided: for only after much delay and at some 
expense could any one interested obtain the state- 
ments made to the Insurance Commissioners. 

But unfortunately for those to whom conceal- 
ment appeared thus preferable to publicity the 
insurance departments of some of the States have 
powers and rights which the policy-holders do not 
seem to have, and in the returns which the officers 
of this Company were obliged to make in order to 
do business in Massachusettes details are disciosed 
and intelligent comparisons may be made.

The markets are how at an unprecedentedly low 
point, that is, unprecedented in recent history. 
Pork at $7.50. lard at 6%, spring wheat at 77e, 
corn at 33X%c, and oats at 18c in this market are 
starvation prices to the proaucer. It would be 
starvation if all the stuff sold at these figures, but 
no smali proportion of the grein is inspected into 
the lower grades, and selle for much less money 
than No, 2. Out of the price received here there 
have to be paid charges for storage and commis- 
sion at this end, transportation on the line of rail- 
road, and profits to middlemen at the other end, 
besides the cost of hauling from the farm to the 

country depot. 
. Yet prices here are high as compared with New 

York, where wheat for November was quoted 
yesierday at 87%c, and Liverpool, where they 
rate our No. 2 as worth about $1.10 per bu, to be 
ordered here and laid dowd there. The extreme 
depression in those cities is widely quoted as a 
reason for an additional decline here, since there 
is a dead-lock’ in shipping at current quotations. 
But it is undoubted that a further drop here would 
be responded to by a further decline in New York 
and Liverpool, and the very same argument would 
be just as forcibly adduced by the bears if wheat 
were seiling here at 7e per bu as now, when it is 
selling at about ten times that figure. 

The change must come from the West, if at all. 
So long as our produce is freely offered for sale at 
depressed quotations, just so lone will buyers be 
unwilling to pay any more, for the consumer gen- 
erally buys as cheaply as he can. The statement 
has been widely circulated that the United States 
is so brimful of produce that there will certainly 
be a big surplus left over after supplying all home 
needs and meeting every requirement of foreign 
purchasers. Of course those purchasers expect 
still lower prices, so long as they believe that to 
be the existing condition of things, and would ex- 
pect them even if there were no financial ,strait on 
the other side of the Atlantic. 

Of course there must be a turn somewhere; but 
when’ The present outlook is a poor one. Oar 
storehouses are full nearly on the edge of winter, 
because there is no inducement to ship the prop- 
erty, even at present low prices; and if the farm- 
ers keep on delivering freely the pressure of two 
or three montus hence will undoubtedly be much 
greater than it is now. The solution of the prob- 
lem rests with the producer, If he is willing to 
sell his hogs at 2c per lb on the hoof, his wheat at 
60c, corn at 25c, and oats at 10@12c per bu, he 
will and very few people who will voluntarily pay 
more than enough to net those figures to him. 

The leading produce markets were tame, and 
most of them were steadier yesterday, though gen- 
erally at an easier range of prices. Barley was 
weak, with a heavy pressure to sell, but in other 
breadstuffs and provisions there was a more con- 
servative feeling on the part of sellers, except that 
there were a few bears im wheat. A good many 
operators were afraid to foliow the markets fur- 
ther down, while the situation eleewhere was not 
regarded as warranting’ mvestments to any consid- 
erable extent. The shipping movement was mod- 
erate in volume, —better than might have been ex- 
pected under the circumstances. 

There was a quiet atid steady market for staple 
and fancy drv goo Groceries met with a good 
general demand, and most lines were steady. The 
exceptions were coffees and sugars, both of which 
were easy, the former declining c., and some 
grades of the latter are nc. In the butter 
market there was less activity, and the market 
developed a weak tone, Cheese also was quoted 
quiet and ansettied. Dried fruita were in fair re- 
quest, and unchanged. The demand for fish con- 
tinues good, with lake fish steady and saltwater 
descriptions unaecttied, Oils were unchanged, as 
were also leather, tobacco, bagging, coal, and 
wood, 

The lumber market was steady, with fair sales 
at the docks, considering. the limited offerings. 
and at the yards the usual number of orders were 
placed at the current prices. Drugs and chemicals 
were steady, except a slight decline in quinine 
and sulphur, and the general traee is good. 
Wool was quiet and steady. Quotations for 
broom- corn were lowered about Me, and 
dealers report a considerable movement, though 
the market is not very active. The free offerings 
are weakening prices. The seed market was slow 
and lower, except a rather better inquiry for and 
stronger feeling in clover. Hay was steady, tim- 
othy continuing in request by tne lumbermen. 
The demand for hides was fair at uniformly steady 
prices. Game and poultry were lower and slow, 
the market being overstocked. Green fruits were 
quiet. 

Lake freights were in moderate demand, and 
steady at the recent decline, at 3c forcorn by sail 
to Buffalo. Room was taken for 33,000 bu wheat. 
240,000 bu corn, 38,000 bu oats, and 30,000 bu 
barley. 

Rail freights were quiet and unchanged, on the 
basis of 30c per 100 lbs on grain to New York, and 
We on fourth-class to do, which includes meats, 

Through rates by lake and rail were quoted at 
13c and 14‘4c for corn and wheat to New York. and 
15‘¢c for corn to Bostoa Sail and canal to New 
York were 12\c on wheat and 11\c on corn.

A Heavy Southwester Plays Havoc 
with the Lake Craft. 


A Vessel Dismasted Off Grosse Point, 
and Others in Distress. 


Matters of Interest from Vari- 
n ous Ports. 


“= A DISASTROUS GALE. 

The weather was decidedly nusty yesterday, and 
vessels outside had a rough experience. The wind 
blew a hv gale from the southwest all day, and 
continued lastjnight. During the afternoon and 
early evening a torrent of rain swept over this 
latitude and rendered matters all the more dis- 
agreeable, About 4 o'clock the schr Helvetia ar- 
rived in tow of three tugs, it requiring 
their combined power to fetch her in against 
the wind and sea. Her Captain reported that 
he saw the canal schr Monticello riding at anchor 
off Grosse Point, and her spars bad either been 
carried away or rolled out. A tug wae sent at 
once to the relief of the dismasted vessel. The 
Monticello loaded 10,870 bushels of No. 3 spring 
wheat at the’ Air Line Elevator last Saturday, and 
left for Milwacnkee Monday with a fair wind to 
complete her cargo, and then sail for Kingston. 
The extent of the damage to 
was not known last 
but will reach several 
of dollars, Nor was it learned whether the cargo 
was damaged or not, but it is thought to be wet. 
The Orient Mutual Insurance Company insured the 
grain for $7,000, and thereby hance a tale. The 
agents of that corporation obtained 35 cents on the 
$100 for placing the risk, and the shipper, on 
making inquiry at another agency, was informed 
that they would have written the line for 10 cents. 
So the shipper put back to the Orient Mutual 
office and told the agents there t he might have 
done. One of the latter wenk With him to the 
agency of the National Lloyds and rein 
sured the Orient Mutual Company on the 
Monticello’s cargo to the i = amount 
—$7,000—taken by the latter. at 10 cents on the 
$100. The pool, to which both the companies 
above-named belong, has no established rate on 
cargoes taken from this port to Milwaukee, but 
the above instance is given to show how tar some 
of the agents will go to secare business. When 
the mishap to the Monticello was reported last 
evening there was considerable anxiety mam 
fested on the part of the agents who let the 
Orient Company out, and some skirmishing was 
doue to tind out the correctness of {he report. 
The National Lloyds received—according to the 
information furnished Tux Trisung—$?7 for rein- 
suring the Orient Mutual, while the latter obtained 
$16. 50 and relieved itself of the riek. 

The Monticello is owned by Merrick & Co., of 
Detroit, and ts au A vessel, vained at $13, G00. 
She is insured. 

The schr S. G. Andrews was compelled to come 
to anchor off Grosse Point vesterday, and her Cap- 
tain went ashore in the yawl- boat and trudged all 
the way to the city to obtainatag. The Hackley 
was sent down at once, and arrived at 6:30 last 
evening with the vessel, which was not damaged. 

The Alvin Bradley required the services of [Wo 
tegs to get into port and up the river. 
gi The unfortunate schr D. P. Dodbins. which had 
so much trouole recently, arrived n 
after more rougb usage, and got agron at North 
Halsted street. She had been out so long that her 
provision fell short, and the Captain and crew be- 
came half famished. Several similar fustances 
have occurred, and masters of vessels should know 
by this time that it is better to lay in a good stock 
of supplies, and thus prevent hardship to them 
selves und their crews. It is a notorious fact. how- 
ever, that there are Captains of lake craft who, 
for the sake of saving a few dollars, will not lay in 
a sufficient quantity of stores to guard gainst pos- 
sidle and even probable delays. 

Notwithstanding the warnings given by the numer- 
ous delays experienced by large vessels in greund- 
ing in the river a Lhe prevalence of westerly 
winds, overloading ts still pursued. Yesterday 
the southwest gale caused a low stage of water in 
the river, and the large schr John M. Hutchinson, 
being tod heavily loaded for the stage of water in 
the harbor, dragged along the bottom at several 
points, and, when near Madison street bridge. 
swung into the Canadian barge Clyde and broke 
three of the latter's stanchions on the port bow and 
damaged ber rail. The Hutchinson escaped with 
slight injury. On reaching Dearborn street she 
grounded again, and the two tugs thattowed herex- 

rienced a great dea! of difficulty intowing her to 

he mouth of the harbor. She has 65,000 bu of corn 
on board. The tug Gardner had a timberhead torn 
out getting ber through the draw of State street 
bridge. 

The schr F. A. George experienced similar 
trouble. She got stuck in the mud near the mouth 
of the river, yesterday afternoon, and was detained 
a long time before the tugs could get her off. She 
has 56,000 bu of corn aboard. 

The latge propellers invariably get aground in 
the harbor when a westerly wind blows, and those 
who have them in charge pay no heed to the state 
of the wind and weatber. 

It is feared that other accidents have resulted 
from yesterday's blow. but op to a late hour last 
night no reports of such had been received. 

p to a late hour last night the Menticello was 
still off Grosse Point, no tug having gone to her 
assistance. She will probably be broaghtin to-

Resolved, That, after careful inquiry, we are 
constrained to apprehend that much of the teach- 
ing and influence of our Brother Hiram W. Thomas 
is at variance with Methodism, and detrimental to 
the interests of evangelical religion, ana it is our 
judgment that Brother Thomas ought either to give 
to thie Conference unequivocal assurance that such 
teachings und influence shall, so far as he can con- 
trol them, be no more repeated, or he accede to 
oor request to retire from the Methodist pulpit; 
and, 

Waereas, Dr. Thomas, after due deliberation, 
has submitted his response in words as follows: 

To Tue Conrerence: Learning since this session 
began that with many of your members there is 
distrust in reference tothe goundness of my re- 
ligious teachings. and that t feeling has gone 
abroad in the Church, occasioning disquiet and 
unrest, and reéognizing your right and duty to 
guard the Church against the promulgation of error, 
and recognizing the fact also that it is only just to 
myself and the public that my position be fairly 
understood. I deem it prover to submit to you the 
following statements: 

I. Ihave in the past, in all goed faith. sought 
to be in perfect accord witn the spirit and teach- 
ings of Jesus Christ, and have supposed that I was 
all the time in substantial accord with the essential 
doctrines of our Church; and I have never for a 
mament felt that I was not in the fuliest sympathy 
with ite genius and spiritual work im trying to 
spread Scripture holiness over the land. 

II. Wishing to be entirely candid, and that yon 
may know tne exact state of my mind in what 1 
mean by being in substantial accord with the doc- 
trines of the Church, I willjfrankly state the only 
points on which I cohceive there may be room for 
difference of opinion, or the possibility of misun- 
derstanding: 1. On the subject of the religion, 1 
hold substantially to what is known as the moral 
influence theory. 2. In reference to the fina! con- 
dition of the wicked I have never doubted, nor do 
i doubt, the fact of future or after-death punish- 
ment. Whatever may be the condition of the cost 
or the nature of their suffering, I cannot conceive 
of that condition under the government of a 
just God as being worse thau non-exist- 
ence. As to the duration and results of that 
punishment, whether it de eternal or corrective, 
resulting in reformation or ending in annihilation. 
l have not reached any settled conviction. The 
subject has cost me almost unutterable mental suf- 
fering, and I tind myself as the years go by grow- 
ing into a larger hope for-mankind. 3. On the 
question of the {nspiration of the Scriptures, I 
should find difficulty in accepting the verbal 
At but I do fuily believe that the men who 
wiote the Scriptures were inspired, and that these 
Scriptures contain in substance the word of God: 
and I think that those who have heard me speak 
frequently, or a careful reading of my printed dis- 
courses, will bear me out in the truthfulness of 
these statements. 

And in holding the views above expressed I have 
not felt that I was unfaithfal to the spirit of my 
ordination or in any way disqualified for honorably 
standing in a Methodist pulpit. My conception in 
Methodism has been that itis a large-hearted, love- 
ful, singing, and praying organization rather than 
a rigid, dogmatic. churchly system, and hence [ 
have felt that there was in it that tolerance or al- 
lowance of personal liberty in thought that could 
easily tolerate any views that might seem pecalicr 
to myself, so long as | was in hearty sympathy with 
ite great purpose and work. Owing to the wide- 
spread misapprebension in the public mind as to 
what I really do believe, 1 feel that it is 
but just to myself and to the Church to say that in 
the fatute I shall endeavor to so express myself as 
to guard, as far as may be, against the possibility 
of being misunderstood, and shall continse, as best 
I can, to do the work of & faithful Christian minis- 
ter. Aftectionately, H. W. Tuomas. 

Wnrereas, In conference with a special commit- 
tee, Dr. Thomas avows his acceptance of the arti- 
cles of faith and doctrines of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, claiming only such latitude of be- 
lief and expression as is enjoyed by every Method- 
ist preacher, and he declares his purpose to 80 
carefully guard his teaching in the future us to 
make himself more clearly understood. averting 
the discussion of such questions as are liable to 
create dissensions in the Church: 

Hesolved, That this Conferente does not regard 
the response of Dr. Thomas as adequate or at all 
gatisfactory, because 

1. It contains in itself intimations of doctrines 
which are inconsistent with the common, well- 
known, universally accepted, and historicai teach- 
ings of the Methodist Episcopal Charch; and be- 
cause 

2. The continued teaching of them, in oar judg- 
ment, could only tend to the extension and per- 
petuation of aiready widespread dissatisfaction 
and alarm in the Church. 

Resoived, 2. That we protest against their ut- 
terance by our ministers in the pulpits of our 
churches within the bounds of the Conference as 
disloyal to our covenanted obligations and de- 
structive of the Church whose order and peace we 
are pledged to conserve. ' 

Resoived, 3. That we reaffirm the action which 
we have already taken in the case as above reeited. 

Resolved, 4. That, notwithstanding the character 
of the paper submitted by Dr. Thomas, yet in view 
of the piedges made by him setting forth his pur- 
pose as to his future teachings, and hoping that he 
will respect the judgment of his brethren now 
made known to bim, and not desiring to cut short 
his ministry, which, however unsatisfactory in the 
past, we believe may be useful in the future, we 
deem it best, in the interest of charity and peace, 
to take no further action in the premises for the 
present. 

Dr. Thomas returned from the Conference 
last evening, and a representative of this paper 
called upon him at his residence, No. 409 West 
Monroe street, to obtain from him an expression 
of his views on the action of the Conference, 
together with any information he might possess 
tending to show what would be the probable 


outcome of the matter. 
DR. THOMAS, 

although somewhat fatigued by his trip, received 
the reporter with his usual cordiality, and stated 
that, since the action of the Conference had be- 
come public, be saw no impropriety in his 
granting the desired interview. The conversa- 
tion which then took place was as follows: 

„ had not the least suspicion,’”’ said Dr. 
Thomas, “ that anything of this kind was to 
come up at the Conference till after the session 
was well along with its business. I nad known, 
of course, that some of the preachers thought 
me too liberal, but was not aware of the extent 
of that feeling. There are a few members of 
the Conference who, I think, have been anxious 
for severa! years to find some opening to attack 
me directly, but, not seeing their way clear to 
this, they seem to have formed the plan.of a 
geveral inquiry into my ministry, on the ground 
that its tendency was to disturb and unsettle 
the Church. This was done, not in the 
form of charges, for -my chracter was 
passed as usual when my name was called. And 
all that was done was on the ground of general 
rumor and impression; and it seemed to be gen- 
erally felt from this that my teachings were not 
sound. Indeed, some of the city Methodist 
preachers have expressed the opinion that tnere 
was nothing iu Chicago doing as much harm as 
my ministry. I submitted a paper to the Con- 
ferevee, giving in substance my views of religious 
doctrines, and expressed the belief that they were 
not disloyal to my vows. The Conference ex- 
pressed its dissent from these, but they were not 
made the basis of any specific charge of heresy. 
The Conference was naturally in a feverish con- 
dition; but, with the exception of a very few, 
ali spoke with tne greatest kindness, and see 
ed to be moved only by a desire to do right. 
felt that the action of the Conference was rath- 
er hasty, and censured me too severely; but 1 
did not feel that it was best for the Church or 
myself to yield to the pressure that was put 
upon me and ask for a location. My church here 
expected me to return to them, and I felt that 
l ought to do s. Of course, the action of the 
Conference places me in an uncomfortable po- 


sition, but I shall go on conscientiously trying 


to do my work.”’ . 
„ What will be the result of all this, Doctor!“ 


„ don’t know. I certainly do dot want to 
cause nsion or trouble iu the Church. I 
do not mean Centenary, or my charge here, 
—for there is no danger of that,—but the 
Methodist Church at large. If the Church 
should decide that my views are hereticai, or 
disqualify me for its ministry, of course I should 
have to go somewhere else; but fdo not be- 
lieve that it will so decide. As the matter now 
stands it is ended, unless further steps are taken. 
There are no charges against me, and all that 
was done was admonitory. I am conscientious 
in my convictions, have candidly stated them, 
and must await the result.“ 

„% Were not these rumors cxagcerated “ 

„ Most certainly, as all such things are likely 
tobe. Why, they make me out the most dan- 
gerous man in the city. But I must be judged 
by those who attend my ministry, and by m 
declarations made to the Conference, and by my 
printed sermons.”’

NSIDE HISTORY OF THE RECENT CONFERENCE. 

At the session of the Rock River M. K. Con- 
ference just closed, resolutions were passed 
censuring the Rev., Dr. H. W. Thomas, of the 
Centevary Church, for his recent expressions of 
unortbodox opinions. As the discussions upon 
this question were carried on ip secret session, 
the public has been left to guess at much that 
occurred. The story of the Thomas contro- 
versy, so far as it relates to this Conference, is 
as follows, as told by one who was present: 
When the Conference came together, even on 
the first day, there were many complaints on 
the part of ministers from country churches to 
the effect that the influence of Dr. Thomas’ 
sermons and teachings had been felt in their 
flocks, so much as to raise ion 
and dissatisfaction. Bishop Foster, who 
bad just arrived from visits to the 
Conferences of Minnesota and Wiscons 
was esi) K anxious about the doctrines o 
the brilliant but crratic preacher of Centenary, 
having heard mnch about them in his recent 
mh through the two States above mentioned. 
Before, however, auy allusion was openly made 
in Conference to the matter, Bishop Foster had 
a two hours’ talk witn Dr. Thomas, urging bim 
to return to the paths of orthodoxy and obe- 
dience to the statutes of the Methodist Church. 
Dr. Thomas had thus some warning that the 
Conference was about moving upon his works, 
and had ample time to refiect and use caution. 
Instead of that, however, he brought matters 
to a ¢risis by preaching last Sunday be- 
fore the Conference a sermon, the  bur- 
den of which was that the Church would 
not allow a minister to think, but 
that he for one was going to think for himself 
any way, and that he acknowledged no authority 
but truth. Giordano Bruno, he said, was burn- 
ed for thinking: Galileo was imprisoned, and 
the Church had always persecuted men for 
thinking. This sermon was certainly a bold 
challenge to the brethren, and he had scarcely 
finished before halfa dozeh sprang over the 
altar and accused him of misrepresenting the 
attitude of tue Church. 

When the Conference assembled the next day 
a resolution was passed calling upon Dr. 
Thomas to either explicitly declare his inten- 
tion ta adhere to the usages and laws of the 
Methodist Church, or withdraw from its minis- 
try. This was in secret session, and before 
passing the resolution there was a general ven- 
tilation of views apon the attitude of Dr. 
Thomas in the past and present. The 
latter was in the Conference and heard 
all the remarks. He slept upon them, 
and the next morning came into Con- 
ference with a letter declaring his ideas, among 
which was that on the subject of religion he 
held .substantially to the moral-influence 
theory (Unitarianism); in regard to the final 
condition of the wicked, he was undecided as to 
the duration of punishment (Universalism); 
and on the question of the inspiration of the 
Scriptures, he found difficulty in accepting the 
verbal theory, but believed that the men who 
wrote them were inspired (unorthodox). 

This statement was received gloomily, but, 
ngt wishing to take basty action, the Confer- 
ence appointed a special committee of three, 
one g an adherent of Dr. Thomas, one 
being Opposed to him, and the third being non- 
committal, to examine him on the essential 
points of the Methodist creed. The Committee 
pertormed its duty, and two reports were sub- 
mitted. The majority report declared that while 
Dr. Thomas held peculiar views on many subjects, 
still, as he had declared his willingness to ad- 
here in the future to the regulation doctrines, 
the recommendation was made that he be al- 
lowed to continue in the Church. The minority 
report declared explicitiy that he had not an- 
swered the questions put to him satisfactorily, 
and that be should be requested to withdraw. 

These two reports were submitted to the 
secret session, but, before any discussion could 
take place, another member of the Conference 
sprang to his feet and offered as a substitute 
for both reports aseries of resolutions declaring 
that while the Conference did not regard the 
response of Dr. Thomas as adequate or at all 
satisfactory, still, in view of the ol mace 
by him for the future, and not desiring to cut 
short his ministry, which, however unsatisfac- 
tory in the past, might be made useful in the 
future, it was deemed best, in the interests of 
charity and peace, to take no further action in 
he prethises for the present. 

o opportunity whatever was given for dis- 
cussion, Bishop Foster, immediately on the 
reading of the substitute, said, All tifose in 
favor of these resolutions will please rise.“ 
The greater vart of the Conference stood up, 
and the resolutions were declared adopted. 
The idea of the Conference in this was to 

lace on record its opinion of the teachings of 
Dr. Thomas, and yet to avoid, if possible, the 
troubles and perplexities of another Swing trial. 
The Conference thus has placed Dr. Thomas on 
probation, as it were, but there are many minis- 
ters in’ the Conference who prophesy that he 
will not remain a Methodist minister more than 
a year longer. Said a leading divine of tnis city 
to a TRIBUNE reporter yesterday evening: 

Dr. Thomas has succeeded in drawing into 
Centenary Church a large number of liberals 
from all parts of the city, and he has also driven 
out mahy of the orthodox members. He is a 
man of power and eloquence, but the drift of 
his diseourses is constantly injthe direction of 
Unitariavism. I know from good sources that 
he has twice had underconsideration a call from 
the Third Unitarian Church of this city. Un- 
doubtedly ne will ultimately fetch up at Uni- 
tarianism within a vear or two.“ 

Will be carry the Centenary Church with 
him? 

“That is impossible. The church property 
cannot be used for any other purpose than as a 
Methodist church. Astothe congregation the 
chief direction is fortunately still in the hands 
of orthodox Methodists.”’ 

„Hos is the sentiment of the Chicago 
Methodist ministers towards him as compared 
with that of the ministers in the country 
churches of the Conference!“ 

„There is very little difference. The vote on 
the adoption of the resolution demanding a 
statement of Dr. Thomas’ religious views stood 
90 to 34,—nearly three to one. In this vote the 
proportion of the city and country ministers 
was about equal for and agatust.“ 

A MEMBER OF CENTENARY. 

The reporter had a little talk yesterday after- 

noov With one of the leading members of Cep- 
tenary Church—a gentleman who has been con- 
nected with that congregation for many yvears— 
on the subject of the Conference resolutions 
and Dr. Thomas’ preaching. The gentlemau 
spoken to regretted exceedingly the action of 
the Conference. The relations between Dr. 
Thomas and all the members of his church had 
been of the warmest and most cordtal character. 
There had been some expressions of disapproval! 
on the part of afew members of the church— 
veterau Methodists—at the Doctor's teachings 
on some disputed points; but, as for himself, 
he saw no harm in them and could not see that 
they had any evil effect upon the congregation. 
From a mere cuniary point of 
view his preachings had been very advantageous 
tothe chureh. They had drawn large congre- 
gations, and were making it the leading Metho- 
dist Churen in the city. 
He was asked if he had heard anything of the 
stories about Dr. ‘thomas leaving Methodism 
and Centenary and taking charge of one of the 
city Unitarian churches. He said that he had, 
but that he put no faith in them, although other 
Methodist preachers had done the same thing 
in this city, owing, chiefly, to the itineracy sys- 
tem, which prevented a map from being con- 
nected for a long term of years with any par- 
ticular church, and hindered his building u» a 
name for himself. He did not believe, 
however, that Dr. Thomas would follow 
in their footsteps, though it was not impossible. 
If he were to leave, he did not believe that he 
would go over to Unitarianism, but would 
follow Prof. Swing’s example, and start an in- 
dependent church. That matter had been talked 
of, and was much more likely to occur than the 
other. In case such e thing should happen, he 
believed there were very many memoers of 
Centenary who would remain with the pastor. 
They would pot follow him if be went into Uni- 
tarianism, out, if he preached the same faith 
that he now did, they would continue ſaitutul to 
his ministrations. '

We disclaim all responsibility in the strikes. 
They were all forced upon us. We believe in 
arbitration, and recommend it as the future

The witnese produced preferred stock ledger 
No. 1, and inted out the first entry of the issue 
of preferred Chicago & Northwestern stock for 
Peninsula stock on page 500. The Commissioner 
was asked to make copies of the same, as before. 

Witness, in response to further questions, said 
these books, at the time they were in use, were 
kept at the New York office, which was first at 
No. 12 Wall street, ana afterwards at No. 52 
Broadway. The nominal par value of all these 
shares of stock, common and preferred, was $100 
each, 

Mr. Sherman—Were you familiar with the ruling 
market value of the common stock of the Chicago 
& Northwestern between Jan. 3, 1865, and June 
12, 1869. 

W itness—I have no recollection now; never have 
been very familiar with it. 

Does any ledger account appear on the books 
with Mr. Tilden in referente io common and pre- 
ferred stock of the Chicago & Northwestern’ A.— 
There is a common stock account bere with Mr. 
mal the common stock ledger No. 1, page 
291. 

In a similarly dry, and, to the public, thorough- 
ly dark way of proceeding, the gratifying informa- 
tion was communicated that there was a preferred 
siock account with Tilden on page 230 of the pre- 
ferred stock ledger No. 1. Just what that ac- 
count showed was not made known. The books of 
the Peninsula Road, witness continued. came into 
the possession of the Chicago & Northwestern at 
the time of the consolidation. Two of those 
books— the record book and stock ledger—were in 
existence, and the witness produced them. He 
was then requested to produce all records and 
memoranda of any services rendered by Tilden as 
Trustee, for which any compensation was received 
by him, including all records, minutes. stubs, and 
memoranda showing bonds signed by him as Trus- 
tee from 1861 to 1872. Pending the iookirng up and 
arranging in convenient form of this mass of truck, 
a recess was taken until 2 p. m. 

ON RESUMING IN THE AFTERNOON, 
Mr. Sherman said to Mr. Harland that he had just 
received a note from Commissioner Hoyne stating 
his inability to be present. He desired to know if 
Mr. Harland would consent to goſug on the same 
as if the Commissioner were present. 

Mr. Harland renewed his technical objections 
put forward Monday in regard to the testimony be- 
ind taken by any other person than the Commis- 
sioner or the witness. He had wot stipulated, he 
said, that itshould be taken in any other way, and 
he was not ready to give any siipulation as to the 
Commissioner's absence which would amount to a 
consent that the deposition should be written by 
some other person. 

Mr. Sherman then informed Tilden's counsel 
that, since he had so announced himself. he (Mr. 
Sherman) would rely upon the rule in force in the 
District Court for the Southern District Court of 
New York, that motions to suppress depositions 
shall be made within four days after the return of 
the deposition. 

Mr. Harland intimated that he would look ont 
for himself on that point. He then instructed the 
official reporter to put him down on the record 
after thie style: ‘*Counsel for defendant consents 
that the taking of testimony may proceed in the 
absence of the Commissioner with the same effect 
as if the Commissioner were present and not writ- 
ing the testimony himself or causing it to be writ- 
ten by the witness in bis presence. 

Mr. Sherman then asked Mr. Redüeld if he was 
ready to produce 

THE VOUCHERS, RECEIPTS, AND CHECKS 
for payments of money to Mr. Tilden subsequent 
to June, 1870, and up to Jan. 1, 1873. 

Mr. Redfield replied that he had the vouchers. 
but not the checks. 

Mr. Sherman asked the witness if he had ever 
seen Mr. Tilden sign his name. 

The witness thought he had, but was not posi- 
tive. He had, however, seen him write. perhaps 
a dozen times, but didn’t recollect ever having re- 
ceived letters purporting to come from him through 
the mails. He thought, notwithstanding this, that 
he was seafficiently familiar with his handwriting 
to recognize his signature. 

Mr. Sherman then produced six vouchers, and 
the witness identified the signature appended to 
them as those of Samuel J. Tilden. 

Mr. Sherman then referred to nine other vouch- 
8 to de signed by Samuel J. Tilden. 
ber George W. Smith. The witnese did not know 
the latter. These vouchers. so far as witness 
knew, were al) the vouchers in the possession of 
the Chicago & Northwestern for payment to Mr.

Mr. Sherman asked if Mr. Tilden conferred with 
the General Solicitor in regard to the legal services 
rendered the Northwestern, and the witness re- 
plied that he did not think there was ‘a General 
Solicitor at that time though he was not sure but 
that James M. How filled sdch an office at one 
time. Witness was a Director in the Pe- 
ninsula Koads,—one of those named in 
the articles of consolidatton. —but knew nothing 
about Mr. Tilden's connection with that Company, 
except that he became a Trustee under ite mort- 
gage in 1863. Bouds were issued under that mort- 
gave, and, while witness didn't see him sien them. 
he supposed he had done so. because they required 
his signathre when issued. The mortgage was 
giver. in 1864, and 1. 200 bonds were issued, prob- 
abiy in the same year. He did not know who fixed 
Mr. Tilden’s compensation for signing bonds as 
Trustee, nor did he know, excapt as he gathered it 
from the Company's records, that Mr. Tilden had 
acy interest in the Peninsula Road at the time of 
its consolidation with the Northwestern. Witness 
thought he was present at the time when 
the terms of the proposed consolidation 
were discussed, The arrangements made were 
expressed in the articles of consolidation contained 
in the Company’s records, to which he turned. He 
did not know that the arrangement was ever 
brought to Mr. Tilden’s notice or received his as- 
sent. At that meeting there were present P. II. 
Smith, G. L. Dunlap, J. E. Platt, J. B. Redfield, 
A. C. Coventry, and J. M. Rountree. Witness 
thought he owned a verysmall amount of Penin- 
sula stock at the tin of the consolidation. He 
did not think Mr. Tilden was present at that meet- 
ing, and did not know that he took any active part 
in promoting the consolidation. He did not know 
that 1,500 shares subscribed for by H. H. Boody 
& Co. were issued to taem. There were entries 
in the Peninsula stock-book of stock issued to Mr. 
Tilden—on page 39, to which he turned. He un- 
derstood that the Nortiwestern, by this consolida- 
tion, acquired the Peninsu Company's right to 
its land grant, and that it became the possessor of 
the land. 

TO-DAY. 


This closed the testimony for the day, and the 


inquiry was adjourned until 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing to Commissioner Hoype’s office. At that hour 
Mr. Kedtleid will have the information necessary to 
answer Mr. Sherman's questions in reference to 
the issue of the consolidated currency bonds re- 
ferred to above. All the books, vouchers, etc., 
touched on in the inguiry will be copied and made 
a part of the record, the Northwestern folks having 
declined to allow the originais to pass out of their 
har ds. 

The vouchers referred to during the afternoon's 
examination—some fifteen in numober—represent 
payments tu Tilden of about $1,600. This sum is 
made up of the amount he received for signing 
bonds as Trustee, the tee for each time ne put his 

en to paper being the comfortable sum of $1. 
V nether the investigation will show that these pay- 
ments wereomitted in his income returns remains 
to be seen, but it is evident that the attempt is be- 
ing made to show that they were not cownted.”’ 
The examination, of course, is into matters 
outside of Tildens law practice in the 
East, but District- Attorney Sherman is apparentiy 
of the opinion that be can make an occasional 
W ünd“ at this point which will go to swell up 
Tilden's total income, waich he should have re- 
turned, but which, it is alleged, he failed to do. 
The theory is, as nearly as it cau be arrived at, that 
his total income, from all sources, Was never less 
than $125, VOU u year during the period in question, 
and it is said to be capable of demonstration that 
in some years it went beyond 3500, 000. The 
greatest amount returned by him in any one year 
was $25,000, while the average amount was 
$17,500. If all this can be proved, Tilden will 
appear as a successful rival of Zip Van Winkle as 
far as not counting dat is concerned. 


D. L. MOODY. 
A FLYING VISIT TO CHICAGO. 

Mr. D. L. Moody paid an unexpected and very 
welcome vigit yesterday to Chicago, the scene of 
his early labors and of some of his greatest 
triumphs. He came into the rooms of the Young 
Men's Christian Association in the forenoon, and 
the sight of his robust, cheerful, energetically 
Christian countenance seemed enough to revive 
the drooping spirits of the workers in the vineyard. 
As one of the young men remarked to a Turnen 
reporter, ‘‘the evangelist came like a blessed 
breeze from the lake in the middle of a hot day, and 
we all felt like opening the windows of our hearts 
to its freshening inuence. But, poetry aside, 

Me. Moody is here on a@ brief business visit, to 
look after some. interests which he has at heart, 
particularly those twin pets of his. the Chicago- 
Avenue Church and the West Side Tabernacie. 
The former is the one he himself founded and fos- 
tered for manv.years, and the latter is one in 
which he takes a special interest. It is now neariy 
two years since Mr. Moody left Chicago, and since 
that time he has continued the revival work with 
signal success in Boston and other New 
England cities. He has passed the sum- 
mer in meditation and study in his 
home at Northfield, Mass., and now he is arrang- 
ing to spend the coming winter in Baltimore, where 
he is building a bome for his family. He does not 
anticipate any such revival there as was witnessed 
in Chicage, but he expects to pursue his work inan 
effectual. if less demonstrative, manner. While 
here for a few days—he expects to leave for Balti- 
more Monday—Mr. Moody will take occasion to 
speak to his friends in public. He will lead the 
noon meeting to-morrow, and Sunday 
he will preach in the Chicago Avenue 
Church in the forenoon and evening.

HENRY GREENEBAUM. 
EXAMINATION ON THE CHARGE OF EMBEZZLE- 
MENT. 

The Greenebaum case was called promptly at 11 
o clock before Justice D’Wolf yesterday morning, 
with a pretty full court-room. The ex-banker 
was on hand with his counsel, and. so was Col. 
Juessen. He had the Court send after Receiver 
Horton and several other witnesses, and also a 
numoer of the books of the German Savings Bank. 
James H. Rees was the first witness. He teati- 
fied as to the value of the Greenebaum Building. 


The vround was worth about $600 per front foot. 
As to the value of the building, he was unable to 
judge. 
JOHN COMISKEY, 

formerly bookkeeper of the German Savings Bank 
was the next witness. He acted in that capacity 
in 1871. He had entire charve of the books. He 
had made an entry in the investment account of 
$220. 000 on the building. The entries were made 
from the slips. He thought Wise made the slips. 
He had charge of the books until 1875. te under- 
stood that Mr. Herting succeeded him. He nad 
acted as assistant bookkeeper under him, and 
made entries in the books. He also testified. in 
general as to the transfer and amount of rental 
85, 000 — received from the savings bank. He had 
the books with him, and testified as to the income 
from rents of the building, which was from 
$14,000 to $15,000 a year. He then 
testified that he understood that the build- 
ing was to de paid for in securities 
taken from the bank. lie then enumerated some 
of the notes which were transferred to Greene- 
baum. Among them were $10,600 from Mr. Hitt. 
Solomon $4,000, Hugh Maher $3,500. Pitts & 
Son $5,000, Knisely $5,033. These were consid- 
ered vad notes. 

Mr. Juessen cross-examined the witness. but 
from him gained little satisfaction, as witness’ 
knowledge was exceedingly defective. He con- 
fessed that he knew nothing of the character of 
the notes aad securities, but from the general re- 
port he believed they were not good; that was the 
impression witness got from his dealings 
with the bank. The Knisely note was 
indorsed by Henry Greenébaum, and was 
secured by trust-deed. ‘The note witness 
did not consider first-class security. He did not 
Kpow whether any of the paper had been discount- 
ed by Henry Greenebaam. and the money drawn 
out. He thought they had no real-estate account 
at the time of the sale of the building to the sav- 
ings bauk. in November, 1873. T. B. Webber 
looked over the books and pointed to a certain ac- 
count. Witness was asked by Col. Juessen to re- 
fresh his memory. Witness was not sure but that 
this was the case after all, but did not know why 
the entry of the transfer of thé bank building was 
entered upon the books as it was. 

WILLIAM A. GREENEBAU™M, 

the late bookkeeper, vestified to having made the 
entry in question. He made the entry. as it was 
made in obedience to a slip from the Cashier. He 
did not know why the sale of the building was not 
transferred from the rea) estete to the investment 
account. In the cross-examination, Mr. Greene- 
baum testified that at tne time the entry was made 
he was assistant bookkeeper. The German Savings 
Bank collected the rents of the building after its 
transfer, and had its own rent free. The duties of 
the Comptrodler were to attend to the conducting 
of the investments and loans, in Conjunction With 
the President. Witness understood that there 
were some leasee existing upon the building at the 
time the German Savinge came into possession of 
it. He was not asked to state them in detail. 

. O. H. NORTON, 

Receiver of the German Savings Bank, testified 
that he obtained bis appointment in December. 
1877. He put an estimate upon the building him“ 
self as a Receiver. He m some inquiries re-

During the time he examinea the 
books, and especially at the time he found the note 
of Henry Greenebaum in the place of $25, 000 worth 
of West-Park bonds, he had a conversation with 
Mr, Greenebau upon the subject. He asked him 
why he had taken out the bonds, and Mr. Greene-: 
baum told him he thought the bank needed money. 
He asked him, then, why he put his own note in 
the bank. Mr. Greenebaum said he took the 
bonds to Mr. Blair. President of the Merchants’ 
Loan and Trust Company, and that he gave him 
the cash for them, which he had entered upon the 
books. Witnessstated that no such entry had ever 
been made upon the books. A few days later, Mr. 
Greeneodaum told witness that he had made a mis- 
take in saying the bonds went to Mr. Blair; they 
went to New York instead. Witness asked 
him why he had not enterea that fact upon the 
books, and he conld not give any satisfactory ex- 
planation. Witness told him it looked like a steal 
Mr. Greenebaum told him to look out what he 
said. and witness replied that be would talk as he 
pleased. 

W. L. Schreider testified that he thought the prop - 
erty of the bank building was worth about 8450 or 
$500 a foot. In the fall of 1873 witnees thought 
the property might have been worth double that 
amount. 

Col. duessen said, he had some more witnesses to 
examine Who had been subpenaed, but who had 
not put in an appearance.

He Gives the Citizens of Winchester, Va., 
Some Sound Financial Advice. 

WiIncHESTER, Va, Sept. 16.—The President 
and party arrived here at 11 this morning. In 
addition to the President were Mrs. Hayes, 
Webb C. Hayes, Gen. and Mrs. Hastings, Sec- 
retary Thompson, and others. They were met 
at the railroad station by a large crowd, and 
thence proceeded to the residence of Gov. Hol- 
liday, under the escort of the Winchester Ligut 
Infantry. Gov. Holliday courteously received 
the visitors, and after a brief rest the party 
proceeded to the Fair-Grounds. 

Un arriving at the Fair-Grounds Gov. Holli- 
day welcoaied the President and formally intro- 
duced him to the assembled people. 

When the Pr@sideut rose to reply he was 
greeted with applause, and spoke as follows: 

FeLtLow-Crtizens: My first knowledge of the 
beautiful and historic Valley of the Soenandoah 
was ovtained jn the rough school of the great Civil 
War, and with the aid of very competent inatruct- 
ors, engaged on opposite sides in that terrible con- 
flict. It is a great satisfaction to revisit the Valley. 
and to refresh my recollection of its superb scenery 
and places made interesting and famous by the 
War. lnow meet ite people under circumstances 
far more auspicious thao any of us, whether we 
were soldiers vr citizens during the contest, could 
then have deemed possible within the period of our 
lves. For the first time in many years we see 
the Aiferican people, in the midst of interesting 
avd important elections, with their attention 
chiefly engaged about questions relating to 
the material’ and business interests of the 
country, and in regard to which in all the 
States the people are beginning to take sides 
without much reference to sectional or color lines. 
Whatever evidences of the oid bitterness may be 
exhibited in anv other part of the country, we 
know that here the general wish is that the sec- 
tional controversies which have so long disturbed 
our American society may be permanently settled, 
and that, in pursuance of the Constitution and 
laws peace, and union may be restored and forever 
firmly established. 

During the last month I visited agricultural fairs 
in several of the Northwestern States. In ad- d 
dressing the people on those occasions it seemed 
to me not mmproper to call their attention to the 
financial affaires of the Government of the United 
States. This was done with adouble purpose. It 
was my hope that it would give | encouragement 
and confidence to those who were looking anxions- 
lv but hopefully to better times. I hoped, also. 
that the facts aud figures presented would aid in 
the formation of correct opinions on subjects 
which now mainly interest the people. ith 
the same general purpose I now desire to 
spread before you very briefly the views of some 
of the fathers’ of our country, patriots whose 
names, and Characters, and services are very 
familiar to the whole country and very dear to 
the whole country. In this part of Virginia, es- 
pecially, with which some of them were identified, , 
and among the descendants of those who were 
associated with them, the opinions of the men who 
made Virginia so famous will, I am sure. be re- 
ceived with more than ordinary consideration. 

The President here quoted from letters of 
Washington, Jefferson, and Chic Justice Mar- 
shall, showing they ali favored hard money, and 
cOntinued as follows: 

It is not necessary for my purpose to make 
further 411 the fathers. They em- 
bodied their opmious in the American Constitu- 
tion. The money of the Constitution is coin. In 
making money which has intrinsic value the con- 
etitulional money of our country, the fathers adopt- 
ed the money of the worid. By a law resting on the a 
concurring judgmentand commonconsent of man- 
kind in all ages and countries, the precioas metals 
have veen tnd measure of value—the money of the 
world, it is a law that is fundamental and ir- 
repealable. It cau no more be repealed by act of 
Congress than the law of gravitation. If we 
would have sf early return of business prosperity 
let us not try to be wiser than the fathers, wiser 
than the Constitution, and wiser than human 0 
nature. In the present condition of our country 
our progress towards prosperity as a nation and as 
individuals depends upon having a good puolic 
credit, and sdund constitutional currency.“ 

The President was frequently interrupted by 
applause. 

Aiter a brief speech by Secretary Thompson, 
tbe Presidential party visited various parts of 
the Fair. They dined at Judge Pendleton’s, 
and returned to the Fair-Grounds; when the ex- 
hibition dlosed for the day. 

The President and Mrs. Haves, assisted by 
Gov. Holliday aud Mrs. Mason, bis sister, held 
a reception at the Governor's residence to-night. 
Large numbers of ladies and gentlemen of the 
city and neighborhood called to pay their re- 
spects. At 11 o’chock the party leit for Wash- 
ington.
